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We have shown that the theological prejudice 
against the Jews has no foundation, historical or doc- 
trinal; we have shown that the social prejudice, origi- 
nating in the theological but sustained by superficial 
observations, irrespective of religious prejudice, is. still 
more unjust, and that no existing race is so much 
entitled to the esteem and gratitude of society as the 
Hebrew. It' remains for us to notice the injurious 
consequences to European society of the course pur- 
sued by the communities to this race; and this view 
of the subject leads us to considerations which it 
would become exi sting statesm en to ponder.

which are shown in its energy and enterprise, Ir£ the 
strength of its will and the fertility of its brain.

He said he is in agreement with the ideological 
views of the John Birch Society* National States - Rights Party* 
American Nazi Party* and White Citizens Councils* etc.* 
because these organizations are based on the precepts of 
freedom of the individual and they are not willing to make any 
compromise whatsoever with Communism.

OF FREE ENTERPRISE NATIONAL SOCIALISTS, 
aka. THE GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL PARTY 


In his hook "This Time The World," copyrighted in 1961, 

George Lincoln Rockwell identified himself ap Commander,’ American 
Nazi Party of the World Union of Free Enterprise National Social- 
ists ( ANP-WUFENS ) , Arlington, Virginia. 

The April 4, 1963 issue of "The Richmond News Leaders," 
a Richmond, Virginia daily newspaper,- reported that George Lincoln 
Rockwell had, on the previous day, again applied for the American 
Nazi Party to he chartered in the State of Virginia, hut this 
request was turned down hy the Virginia State Corporation Commission. 
This action was taken pursuant to an act of the 1962 Virginia 
Assembly which prohibits the use of "Nazi" or "National Socialism 
in a Virginia charter. This article . further pointed out that 
Roc’kvJell's party is presently chartered in the State of Virginia 
as the George Lincoln Rockwell Party. 

On August 19, 1963 a source advised that the ANP-WUFENS 
was organized hy George Lincoln Rockwell at his residence in Arling- 
ton, Virginia, on February 2 6, 1959 as an international "National 
Socialist" movement based on the German Nazi Party headed by Adolf ' 
Hitler. He added that Rockwell is the dominant force and personality 
in this party; that he is espousing a "line" of hatred against the 
Jews and Negroes; and that he is seeking, through speeches, dis- 
tribution of literature and picketing, to establish a cohesive and 
dominant political party in the United States and in foreign countries. 

On December 31, 1963 this source advised that in about 
September i960, the ANP initiated the Fighting American Nationalists 
(FAN), a.s a front, group for the ANP, although it has never been a 
separate organization. He said the FAN name is merely used on. 
occasion instead of the ANP name and there, are no separate officials 
for FAN, the FAN officials being identical with the ANP officials. 

He stated that George Lincoln Rockwell has Informed him the FAN. 
name was originally used as a device to attract supporters to his 
organization who might rebel at the use of the Swastika and at 
being labeled as a Nazi. 





He added that the MP has operated under the FAN. name 
throughout the country with the exception of a group operating 
und<?r the FAN name in Baltimore, Maryland. He said the FAN group 
in Baltimore is now, and always has been, a separate organization 
and not a part of the ANP. 

On October 3. 1963 I ~l 

I I FAN group ih Baltimore, Maryland, advised 

that the Baltimore FAN,- which was organized in the Spring of 1961, 
has no official connection with the ANP* although until December 
1962, it received all its literature from George Lincoln 
Rockwell's ANP. 

According to the "Stormtrooper ' s Manual," an official 
publication of the ANP* the phases of ANP struggle for power are 
fourfold, namely, first "to make ourselves known to the masses"; 
second, "the dissemination of our program and the truth about . 
the Party"; third, "organizing the people who have been converted 
to our propaganda";' and fourth, "that attainment of power through 
the votes of the newly-won masses."

5335 South Greenwood Avenue* Chicago* Illinois* is the national headquarters of the 
NOI? and in mid-1960* Muhammad and other NOI officials* when referring to Muhammad : s 
organization on a nationwide basis* commenced using either "Mosque" or "Temple" 
when mentioning one of "Muhammad's Temples of Islam*" 

The NOI is an all-Negro organization which was originally organized in 
1930 in Detroit* Michigan* Muhammad claims to have been selected by Allah* the 
Supreme Being, to lead the s o-ealled Negro race out of slavery in the wilderness of 
North America by establishing an independent black nation in the United States* 
Members following Muhammad's teachings and his interpretation of the "Koran" believe 
there is no such thing as a Negros that' the so-called Negroes are slaves of the 
white race* referred to as "white devils*" in the United Statess and that the white 
race, because of its exploitation qf the so-called Negroes* must and will be des- 
troyed in the approaching "War :of Armageddon*" 

In the past* officials' and members of the NOI* including Muhammad* 
have refused to register under the provisions of the Selective Service Acts and 
have declared that members owe no allegiance to the United States* 

On May 5s 1958* the first source advised Muhammad had* upon advice of 
legal counsel, tempered his personal, statements and instructions to his ministers 
concerning the principles of his organization in order to avoid possible prosecu- 
tion by the United States Government? however* he did not indicate any fundamental 
changes in the teachings of his organization* 

On, July 10* 1963* a third source advised Muhammad had early in July* 
1958* decided to ,de-emphasize.the religious aspects of the teachings of Islam and 
to stress the economic benefits to be derived by those Negroes who joined the NOI* 
This policy change* according to Muhammad, would help him acquire additional follow- 
ers ' and create more interest in his programs *

NATIONAL STATES RIGHTS PARTY (NSRP) 


On November 26, 1957* a source advised that the United ' 
White Party (UWP) was organized at a convention held in Knoxville, 
Tennessee, on November 10, 1957. An article .in the November 2 6, 
1957* issue of' the "Greenville Piedmont," a newspaper of Greenville, 
South Carolina, reported "the recent formation of a new political 
party to be known as the United White Party . ” According to the 
article, the party was formed at a recently-held meeting in * 
Knoxville, Tennessee, at which many klansmen were represented. 

The UWP was reported as being ' opposed to all "race mixing 
organizations and individuals." 

The July 1958 issue of "The Thunderbolt," self -described 
as the official racial nationalist organ of the National States 
Rights Party," reported that rank and file "State Rlghters” had 
merged with the UWP under "the banner of the National States 
Rights Party" with national offices at Post Office Box 261,

In November 1958, a source advised that the NSRP Is 
composed of past members of klan-type organizations and notorious 
anti-Semites .

Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Inc. According to the. source', 
the split resulted from a leadership dispute and United Klans 
has the same aims and objectives as the parent group. These 
are the promotion of Americanism,, white supremacy and segrega- 
tion of the races. 

The first source and a second source advised in 
July 1961, that United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan of 
America, Inc., merged with Alabama Knights, Knights of the 
Ku Klux Klan, Inc., forming United Klans of America, Inc., 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan.

The Alston Building, 
Tuscaloosa, Alabama. The organization is directed by ROBERT

UNITED KLANS OF AMERICA, INCORPORATED 
KNIGHTS OF THE KU KLUX KLAN (UNITED KLANS) 

Records of Superior Court of Fulton County, Georgia, 
reflect that this Klan organization was granted a corporate 
charter on February 21, 1961, at Atlanta, Georgia, under the 
name United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan of America, Inc. 

A source advised on February 27, 1961, that United 
Klans was formed as a result of a split in U. S. Klans, Knights 
of the Ku Klux Klan, Inc. According to the source, the split 
resulted from a leadership dispute and United Klans has the 
same aims arid objectives as the parent group. These are the 
promotion of Americanism, white supremacy and segregation of 
the races. 


The first source and a second source advised in 
July 1961, that United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan of 
America, Inc., merged with Alabama Knights, Knights of the 
Ku Klux Klan. The merged organization established headquar- 
ters in Suite 401, . the Alston Building, Tuscaloosa, Alabama. 

The organization is directed by Robert Shelton, Imperial Wizard, 
and is the dominant Klan group in the South with units in sev- 
eral southern states. 

Second source advised that at a meeting at Pratts 
ville^ Alabama, on October 22, 1961, the U. S. Klans, Knights of 
the Ku Klux Klan, merged with the United Klans of America, Inc., 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan .

As the Bureau is aware, th^re has been an increase 
in Klan activity in the Pennsylvaniav'Lelaware , Maryland 
area during the past year. The Philadelphia and Baltimore 
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Offices h ave had very good cov erage of this ac tivity since 
I I and others as well as I I have played 

leading roles in the Klan in this area. These informants 
have furnished a considerable amount of information about 
Klan membership, plans, finances, and the like; however, 
they state that BUTTERWORTH is not known to them to have 
been connected with the Klan in this area. 

It appears logical that with this resurgence of 
Klan activity if the subject continued to be a leader or 
even an active member, this fact would have been made 
available to this office through one or both of these in- 
formants. 

From a review of the records put out by the sub- 
ject, there is little doubt as to his very strong anti- 
Negro and anti-Jewish feelings. Due, however, to the 
lack of information indicating that subject continues to 
be an active Klan member, no further action is being 
taken in this matter at this time*

VENABLE first met BUTTERWORTH when the latter was 
publisher or assistant publisher of the newspaper "The Fiery 
Cross", a publication of the United Klans of America, Inc., 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan (UKA, KKKK ) . 

A characterization of the UKA appears in the Appendix 
of this report. 

VENABLE did not indicate the time of this first 

meeting. 

VENABLE stated that BUTTERWORTH may have attended one 
or two meetings of the Imperial Board of United Klans of America, 
Inc., Knights of the Ku Klux Klan. BUTTERWORTH left the United 
Klans of America, Inc., because they did not have the money to 
publish "The Fiery Cross" and could not pay BUTTERWORTH any 
longer. 


VENABLE stated that it was his understanding that 
BUTTERWORTH was a paid employee of the United Klans of America, 
Inci , but received only enough money to cover his room and 
board. 


VENABLE described BUTTERWORTH as a former broadcaster 
for the National Broadcasting Company who had worked for them 
for a number of years. He said that BUTTERWORTH had made phono- 
graph records for the Defensive Legion of Registered Americans , 
Inc., and that he, VENABLE, had been the President of this or- 
ganization. He denied, however, that this organization had any 
connection whatsoever with United Klans of America, Inc. He 
said the purpose of the Defensive Legion was to make phonograph 
records and sell them.

VENABLE said the venture was a financial failure 
and that he lost money on the operation because he was 
financing it. He said he borrowed money to purchase the 
equipment for making the records and that the records were 
pressed by the Rite Record Company of Cincinnati, Ohio. 

VENABLE stated that BUTTERWORTH made radio broad- 
casts under the auspices of the Defensive Legion of Registered 
Americans, Inc., on a radio station in DeKalb County, 6a., 
known as WGUN , but that after three or four broadcasts , the 
radio station canceled BUTTERWORTH * s contract because of his 
bitterness in regard to the subject matter of the broadcasts. 

VENABLE stated that the Christian Voters and Buyers 
League was a trade name used to market phonograph records by 
BUTTERWORTH. BUTTERWORTH was the Secretary of this organiza- 
tion and VENABLE was the President and Treasurer. This organi- 
zation also distributed literature as well as phonograph records. 

VENABLE stated that he has had no contact with

Records of Superior Court of Fulton County, Georgia, show that 
this Klan organization was granted a corporate charter on February 21, 1961 
at Atlanta, Georgia, under the name United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan 
of America, Inc. 

A source advised on February 27, 1961, that United Klans was 
formed as a result of a split in Uo So Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, 
Inc. According to the source, the split resulted from a leadership dispute 
and United Klans has the same aims and objectives as the parent groupo These 
are the promotion of Americanism, white supremacy and segregation of the 
races. 


The first source and a second source advised in July, 1961, that 
United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan of America, Inc 0 , merged with • 
Alabama Knights, Knights of the Ku Klux Klano The merged organization 
established headquarters in Suite 401, The Alston Building, Tuscaloosa, 
Alabama« The organization is directed by Robert Shelton, Imperial Wizard and 
is the dominant Klan group in the South with units in several southern states. 

On August 14, 1961, the second source advised that the organization 
formerly known as United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan of America, Inc<>, 
would be known in the future as United Klans of America, Inc 0 , Knights of the 
Ku Klux Klan. The second source said the name was changed by a resolution 
adopted at the National Klonvocation held July 8, 1961, at Indian Springs, 
Georgia. 


Second source advised that at a meeting at Prattville, Alabama, 
on October 22, 1961, a majority of the Klaverns of the U 0 So Klans, Knights of 
• the Ku Klux Klan merged with the United Klans of America, Inc 0 , Knights of the 
Ku Klux Klan.
